This report is for the survey of 172.12 acres being a part

! In accordance with Indiana Code, a report of survey is required to explain procedures 
used in establishing the subject property lines and to provide an opinion regarding 
uncertainties in the final boundary positions. The subject property lines were determined as 
follows: 

! 1. The West line of the Southwest quarter was set between an iron pipe found in 
Walker Lane (point 150) at the Southwest corner of the Southwest quarter and a rebar 
vyith "Mundy" cap found (point 25) at the Northwest corner of the Southwest quarter. 

| 2. The East line of the subject property was set between found railroad spikes in 
Mount Tabor Road at points 12, 14, 18, 10 and 5, 

3. The Northwest corner (point 151) was set at the intersection of the pipe found 
(point 58) and the railroad spike (point 12) with the section line between points 150 and 
2j>. This point is 1.44 feet East of the pipe found at point 58. 

4, The Southwest corner (point 153) was set at the intersection of the pipe found 
(point 66) and the railroad spike (point 5) with the section line between points 150 and 25. 
This point is 1.50 feet East of the pipe at point 66. 

Uncertainties in the final boundary positions can result from any or all of the following 
factors: 

A . AVAILABILITY and CONDITION of REFERENCE MONUMENTS 
The iron pipes found at points 58 and 66 are about 1.5 feet West of the section line 
between points 150 and 25. 

The railroad spikes found in Mount Tabor Road were accepted as found. The boundary 
line dimensions between found monuments all checked within one foot or less of the 
record dimensions. 

B AMBIGUITIES in RECORD PLATS and DESCRIPTIONS 
The record description does not call for any monuments set or found. 

The water line easement is not defined. On the plat drawing by TriCo the water line is 
shown as an undimensioned dashed line running North to South approximately in the 
middle of the two subject parcels. 

d. INCONSISTENCIES in LINES OF OCCUPATION 

The fence lines on the West and South lines are within 2 feet or less of the property lines. 
The North fence line angles South of the North property line by as much as 15 feet near 
the middle of the North line. 

The septic field for the existing house is on the North parcel and the existing house is on 
the South parcel. This should not be a factor after the minor subdivision is recorded since 
the house and septic will then be on the same tract. 

D THEORETICAL UNCERTAINTY 

Due to random errors caused by survey instrument precision and survey field methods 
ufod, the theoretical uncertainty of all points in this survey is 0.30 feet which meets the 
requirements of a Class "C" survey as defined in the survey standards. This means that the 
actual field position of all points is within this uncertain distance from point locations 
based on the survey plat bearings and distances. 
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
